Of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting-  you  with  my  Report  for 
1909.  While  doing  so,  please  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  your 
uniform  kindness  and  courtesy. 

Each  subject  is  taken  up  in  the  order  followed  in  past  years. 

Population,  chiefly  belong  to  the  working  class,  miners 
and  bootmakers  predominating.  A  large  number  of  women  are 
employed  in  tailoring  and  staymaking.  Both  men  and  women 
work  under  fairly  favourable  conditions,  especially  in  the  factories. 
There  is  much  room  for  improvement  for  home-workers  as  regards 
the  sheds  and  rooms  occupied  during  their  working  hours. 

House  Accommodation. — The  district  is  well  supplied 
with  houses,  mostly  of  a  good  type.  Many  old  cottages  are  falling 
into  disrepair,  and  will  soon  be  done  away  with  or  become  uninhabit¬ 
able.  One  or  two  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  attended  to. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage.— In  Mangotsfield  a  water- 
carriage  system  obtains.  The  sewers  acted  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  The  rest  of  the  district  is  drained  into  cesspools.  These 
should  always  be  kept  clean,  especially  in  warm  weather. 

Scavenging. — The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  undertaken 
by  the  Council  in  Mangotsfield.  In  other  parts  of  the  district  the 
tenants  are  supposed  to  do  it. 
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In  Mangotsfield  the  Council  should  obtain  proper  refuse  removal 
carts,  or,  at  least,  insist  on  sheets  being  used  on  the  carts  now  in 
use. 

Lighting:.— In  Mangotsfield  and  other  parts  of  the  district 
gas  and  oil  lamps  are  in  use. 

Welter  Supply. — The  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company 
supplies  a  great  part  of  the  district,  and  is  gradually  connecting  up 
the  more  remote  parts.  Other  supplies  are  drawn  from  wells, 
which  we  try  to  keep  clean  and  free  from  pollution. 

Slaughter  Houses  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  They 
are  periodically  inspected. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Miikshops.— These  are 
well  looked  after,  and  show  improvement  as  regards  cleanliness 
and  water  supply  each  year. 

Bakehouses  are  up  to  date,  and  no  fault  has  been  found 
with  them. 

Factories  and  Workshops  are  few  in  number  and 
well  conducted. 

Schools.— There  are  eleven  in  the  district.  They  are  kept 
clean,  and  are  well  supplied  with  water.  Some  complaints  were 
made  about  the  privy  accommodation  at  Downend  School  ;  chiefly 
owing  to  the  fact  that  diphtheria  was  rather  prevalent  during  the 
year  in  that  neighbourhood,  I  fancy. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Seventy-four  cases  were  reported 
during  the  year. 

Smallpox  was  imported  into  the  district  in  February,  and  3 
cases  were  reported  which  all  recovered.  The  death  of  a  child 
belonging  to  the  district  was  reported  from  the  Bristol  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Dr.  Sweeting,  sent  down  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
inspected  the  Council’s  arrangements  for  combating  the  outbreak, 
and  was  highly  satisfied.  I  thankfully  acknowledge  the  great 
kindness  and  assistance  rendered  by  Dr.  D.  S.  Davies.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  he  lent  the  Council  did  splendid  work. 

Diphtheria. — Thirty-four  cases  with  three  deaths.  The  grant¬ 
ing  of  free  Anti-toxin  by  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  prevention, 
greatly  helped  the  Medical  practitioners  of  the  district  in  obtaining 
this  good  result  among  the  poorer  people. 

Measles. — Several  cases,  but  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-three  cases,  one  death. 
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Erysipelas. — Thirteen  cases,  no  death. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Two  cases,  two  deaths. 

Enteritis.  —  One  death. 

Influenza. —No  death. 

Phthisis. — -Eighteen  deaths.  The  Council  decided  to  adopt 
compulsory  notification  subject  to  the  L.  G.  Bd.’s  sanction,  which 
was  not  obtained. 

Whooping  Cough. — Two  deaths.

To  the  Warmley  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

The  plans  for  new  streets  and  buildings  considered  by  your 
Council  during  the  year  were  for  21  houses,  and  19  of  these  were 
approved. 

The  Sewers  at  Mangotsfield  and  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
at  Moorend  have  continued  to  give  good  results. 

The  report  in  reply  to  the  statement  contained  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Chipping  Sodbury 
District  Council  which  is  attached  hereto,  gives  a  statement  of  the 
working  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  for  the  last  three  years. 

Scavenging  of  the  Mangotsfield  Parish  has  been  carried  on,  as 
in  previous  years,  with  satisfactory  results. 

A  slight  accident  occurred  to  one  of  the  workmen  employed  at 
the  Sewage  works,  but  he  was  able  to  return  to  his  work  in  less 
than  three  weeks. 

Your  Council  have  arranged  with  the  Bristol  Gas  Company  to 
extinguish  the  street  lamps  in  Mangotsfield  Parish  at  midnight,  and 
to  discontinue  the  lighting  during  the  summer  months,  which 
reduces  the  cost  of  lighting  to  a  large  extent. 

Negotiations  have  been  in  progress  for  some  months  for  the 
extension  of  the  gas  mains  to  Mangotsfield  Village,  and  these  will 
in  all  probability  be  successful  in  the  course  of  a  short  time. 

An  additional  Fire  Hydrant  has  been  fixed  in  the  centre  of 
Mangotsfield  Village. 

There  have  been  two  fires  during  the  year  and  these  were 
successfully  dealt  with  by  the  Voluntary  Fire  Brigade.
